May 6 English 
screening test 


The English Screening Test 
will be held on Tuesday, May 6, 
from 2:00-4:00 p.m, in Tempo- 
rary C (next to Home 
Economics). 

The purpose of the screening 
examination is to determine 
whether prospective English 
majors and minors are 
achieving suitable proficiency 
in writing. The test, normally 
taken at the end of the 
sophomore year, act as a 
check-point. If test results 


indicate that sufficient skill in 
writing 


has not yet been 
attained, the student will be 
asked to confer with his advisor 
about steps that may be taken 
to improve. For instance, a 
student may be advised to take 
a further course in English 
composition, 

Transfers with junior or 
senior standing are required 
to take the tesi early in the 
first semester they are 
enrolled, Exempt are students 
who have earned a ‘“B’’ or 
better in either English 1A or 
1B, as well as students who 
have passed English 103 with 
a grade of “‘C’’ or better. 

English majors and minors 
who wish to take the exam 
should pre-register in Douglass 
Hall 105 immediately.

Why Pinter’s ‘‘The Birthday 
Party?’ | asked Gerard A, Larson, 
professor of drama and director 
of the controversial production to 
be presented April 28, through 
May 10, in the Little Theatre, 

“The choice of plays pro- 
duced,’’ commented Larson, ‘‘is 
controlled first of all by the variety 
needed to give the student actors 
and directors a diversified dra- 
matic experience.’’ 

Pinter’s play is avant-garde 
in contrast to ‘‘The Ticket of 
Leave Man,’’ which is 19th Cen- 
tury; and ‘‘Carnival,’’ a musical; 
and ‘“Lysistrata,”” a Greek work 
with contemporary anti - war 
themes.

“First we must train the 
student, then entertain the com- 
munity,’’ said Larson, 

Pinter’s play in particular 
leaves much unsaid. It is am- 
biguous and menacing. ‘‘There 
are many dark corners where the 
author turns the light on himself.’’ 

“Pinter doesn’t worry about 
the theme. The audience must 
make his own peace,’’ Larson 
continued, ‘‘The play is theatrical 
and detailed. It deals basically 
with the destruction of the hero; 
academically the theme is destruc- 
tion and conformity. 

“Because of the play’s aca- 
demically loose construction and 
intent it should be controversial. 
It should be talked about in the 
lobby.’’ 


No method acting 


‘‘From the actors’ viewpoint,’’ 
Larson points out, ‘‘the play is a 
lot of hard work. But at the same 
time it has many good parts for 
the actors. The students, because 
of the nature of Pinter’s work, 
cannot use “‘method acting’’ tech- 
niques but must employ new and 
different forms. The play ex- 
plores a wide emotional range 


for the students.’’ 
Larson commented in retro- 


spect on this year’s season as a 
whole, ‘“‘It was tough because the 
theatre in the round had not been 
completed. Construction was going 


on and the backstage was 
cramped,”’ 

** ‘Ticket of Leave Man’ was 
the only play that had trouble 


drawing audiences. The play was 
hard, but I think Waldo, the student 
director did well for first 
production. The students were 
pleased and the audiences were 
pleased once they got there.’’

Expect good plays 


“We offer a wide variety of 
plays at State and at one time in 
the year a student should find one 
that interest him; yet, only about 
60% of any audience is students. 
Perhaps this is because Sacra- 
mento is a commuter’s school, 
but the students don’t attend. In- 
stead, it seems that we are slowly 
building up a consistent audience, 
and revenue from the ‘down-town’ 
people who know they can expect 
a good play.’’ Larson went on, 
‘Even in the summer stock where

Concerning the new additions 
to the Speech and Drama buildings, 
Larson said, ‘‘In one-and-a-half 
years when the new playwright’s 
theatre is finished, it is hoped 
that only original plays will be 
produced on that stage, so that 
there will be two stages: the main 
stage for proven playwrights and 
the playwright’s stage for original 
works,”’ 


Commending students 


larson sees the enrollment 
doubling because of the new build- 
ings. (Unless there are admission 
problems.) He sees his students 
as good actors and hard workers. 
**They are curious and knowledge- 
able and this is a healthy sign.’ 

In conclusion, Larson stated, 
‘‘We must have an affirmation of 
the creative bubbles that exist on 
this campus. Exciting things are 
happening in art, music anddrama. 
Take for instance the Black 
Theatre. The students must search 
out these creations and support 
them.”’

lll. Student 
records 


The student has the right to 
protection against improper dis- 
closure of information concerning 
his grades, views, beliefs, political 
associations, health or character 
which an instructor acquires inthe 
course of his professional 
relationship with the student. 
Character references and written 
and recorded statements of ability 
will be provided to others only 
with the knowiedge and prior con- 
sent of the students except when 
recommendations are sought by 
prospective employers. In that 
instance it is assumed that the 
student has granted such consent, 
unless he gives instruction to the 
contrary. 

To minimize the risk of im- 
proper disclosure, academic, 
counseling, and disciplinary re- 
cords of students will be kept 
separate and apart. i he conditions 
of access to each will be set forth 
in a policy statement available in 
the Dean of Students’ Office. Tran- 
scripts of academic records will 
contain only information about 
academic status and performance, 

Information from disciplinary, 
counseling or activity files will not 
be available to unauthorized 
persons on campus, or to any 
person off campus, without the 
express consent of the student 
involved, except under court order, 
No individual records will be kept 
which reflect the political or social 
activities or beliefs of students, 
Provisions shall be made for 


periodic routine destruction of 
non-currem disciplinary records, 


IV. Student 
affairs 


A, Freedom of association 

Students are free to organize, 
to joinassociations, and to promote 
their common interests. The 
membership policies and actions 
of SSC student organizations will 
be determined by those persons 
who hold bona fide membership in 
the college. Campus organiza~ 
tions, including those affiliated 
with an extramural organization, 
are open to all students without 
respect to race, religion, or 
national origin. 

Affiliation with an extramural 
organization does not disqualify a 
student organization from college 
or ASSSC recognition, 


Student organizations are re- 
quired to submit a constitution and 
a current list of officers to the 
Dean of Students or his represen 
tative. They are not required to 
submit a membership list as a 
condition of recognition, 

Use of all funds of student 
organizations shall be at the sole 
discretion of that organization, 
B, Freedom of inquiry and ex- 

pression 

Students and student organi- 
zations are free to examine and 
discuss ali questions of interest 
to them and to express opinions 
publicly and privately. Students 
are permitted § the fullest ex- 
pression of beliefs through any 
means including demon- 
strations — that are orderly and 
do not violate the rights of others. 
The college will not condone acts 
of violence, vandalism, coercion 
or other illegal interference with 
its legitimate functions, 

Students and = student or- 
ganizations are free to invite and 
to hear any person of their 
chosing. If campus facilities are 
needed, the scheduling procedure 
will insure orderly scheduling and 
adequate preparation for the event, 
but in no instance will it be used 
as a device of censorship, 

C, Student participation in in- 
stitutional government 

The students, through their 
official governing body, the 
Associated Students of Sacramento 
State College, have the right to 
an effective and representative 
role in expressing their wishes 
and in determining college 
policies, 

ASSSC activities and the ex- 
penditure of funds by the \SSSC will 
be reviewed and modified by the 
\SosC boards, and will not be sub- 
ject to regulation by the college's 
administrauon, the faculty, the 
chancellor's office, or the board 
of trustees other than that specified 
by law, 


D. Student publications and com- 

munications 

The Associated Students of Sac- 
ramento State College, student or- 
ganizations, and individual stu- 
dents may publish and otherwise 
communicate information, These 
groups and individuals are not 
liable or subject to sanctions and 
restraints beyond those imposed by 
law, or provisions set forth by the 
ASSSC publications board, 

Student publications and 
other communications media 
are guaranteed the editorial free- 
dom necessary to engage in free 
inquiry and expression without ad- 
vance approval of content by faculty 
or administration. Editors or 
managers will not be suspended 
or removed because of faculty, 
administrative or public dis- 
approval of editorial policy or 
contents which do not violate the 
law, The agency responsible for 
the appointment of editors and 
managers is the agency re-

V. Disciplinary 
cases; access to 
legal advice 


A, College authority and civil 

penalties 

Members of the college com- 
munity enjoy the same rights as 
members of the general com- 
munity. In the creative arts, al: 
students in their classroom and 
campus-related activities enjoy 
these same basic rights. 


While on campus, the student 
has the right to normal protection 
under the law, 

The student who, in the course 
of his off-campus activity, in- 
cidentally violates institutional 
regulations such as those relating 
to class attendance, will not be 
subjected to a greater penatly than 
that normally imposed for in- 
fraction of applicable college 
rules, 

In those cases where the ac- 
tivities of students may result in 
a violation of general law, the Dean 
of Students or his representative, 
upon request, will help the student 
seek qualified legal advice. 

B, Student standards of conduct 

The rooms of college residence 
students will not be searched and 
personal possessions of students 
will not be seized unless otherwise 
authorized by laws of California 
or college regulations, Routine 
sanitary inspections may be con- 
ducted by campus officials in on- 
campus housing but only upon prior 
notice by them of at least twenty- 
four hours, ‘The student may be 
present during any search or in- 
spection, 

Students charged with violating 


The student will be informed in 
writing of the specific reasons for 
the proposed disciplinary hearing 
and in sufficient time, to provide 
adequate opporiunity to prepare 
for the hearing. 

The student appearing before 
the hearing board has the right to 
be assisted in his defense by an 
advisor of his choice, The student 
will be given an opportunity to 
testify and to present evidence and 
witnesses, He and hisadvisor will 
have an opportunity to hear and 
question all witnesses, They have 
the right to rebut any unfavorable 
statements or evidence, The 
burden of proof rests upon the 
persons bringing the charge. 

All evidence upon which the 
decision may be based musi be 
introduced during the proceeding 
of the hearing board, Its decision 
will be based solely upon such 
evidence, Evidence acquired in 
violation of law or of this bill 
of rights may not be admitted. 
Written minutes of the proceedings 


will be kept. Upon request the 
official record will be made 
available to the student for re- 


view at any time before he dis- 


enrolls, 
The decision of the hearing 
board is final, subject to the 


student’s right of appeal either 
to the ASSSC board of judicial 
appeal, or the residence halls 
appeals board, or other boards 
as established,

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Olympic spike coach, Wright, 
accepts SSC track position

Intercollegiate athletics at Sacramento 
State College received a tremendous shot- 
in-the-arm Monday with the announcement 
that Stan Wright has accepted the position 
»f head track coach. 

Dr. Fred Lewis, SSC athletic director, 
made the announcement at a hastily called 
press conference yesterday morning in his 
office. 

‘Our search for a track coach has been 
completed,’’ said Lewis before a batter 
of radio and television microphones, ‘‘and 
I'm very pleased to announce that Stan 
Wright will be the new head track coach 
at Sacramento State College.”’ 

Wright, first assistant track coach for 
the 1968 U.S. Olympic Track Team, will 
take over the reins from current head 
coach Harvey Koloff on September 1, 
Roloff is stepping down to become golf 
and cross country coach, But a condition 
of his stepping down was that the school 
locate a top-flight man to replace him, 


Wright more than meets the description 
of ‘‘top-flight.’”’ He has been head track 
coach at Western filinois University for 
two years, and before that was track 
mentor at Texas Southern University for 
16 years, By precedent, the first assistant 
coach in one Olympiad is the head coach 
four years later. That means that Wright 
will be the head man for the U.S, team 
in 1972 in Munich, 

‘There was no singje factor that made 
me choose Sacramento State over the other 
schools that offered me jobs,” saic Wright, 
who reportedly turned down similar offers 
from Wisconsin and Indiana, A number of 
things made up my mind for me.”’ 

“The location is probably the biggest 
single factor. And by location I mean 
with regard to climate, and to the track 
talent nearby. I! don’t think anybody has 
to apologize for the caliber of track 
athlete you have out there in California,’’ 
said Wright in a telephone interview. 

“The all-weather track and new field 


house facilities were another major factor, 
and so is the fact that I like the area 
very much,” said Wright, who reportedly 
located the house he wants as far back 
as Easter, when he wasontheSSC campus. 

Wright was reportedly unhappy with 
the situation at Western Illinois, because 
of a conflict with spring football. Wright 
had been assisting the Western staff in 
recruiting football players and top track 
talent, but the spring practice created a 
conflict and the athletes he recruited for 
both sports wound up having to drop one 
or the other. 

Sacramento State, by Far Western 
Conference rule, is not allowed to conduct 
spring football practice, and thus there 
will be no conflict and Wright will be free 
to recruit for both sports. 

“Tl haven’t talked to the football people 
yet,” said Wright, ‘‘but my feeling has 
always been that football and track should 
compliment each other. You know we 
have a lot in common in terms of the 
demand for speed and stamina. I hope 
we'll be able to work together.”’ 

A sprint specialist, Wright produced 
some of the world’s fastest relay teams, 
and coached such outstanding performers 
as Jim Hines, Olympic gold medalist, 
quartermiler Ray Sadler, and high jumper 
Gerald P ratt. 

Wright has also done a tremendous 
amount of work for the State Department. 
He coached the Singapore team ii the 
1962 Asian Games, and coached the 
Malaysian team in the 1964 Olympics at 
Tokyo. Following the 1967 Pan American 
Games, Wright took an outstanding group 
of performers to Japan for the World 
University Games. 

Among other titles, Wright is co- 
chairman of the Men’s Track and Field 
Committee of the Amateur Athletic As- 
sociation, a member of the U.S. Olympic 
Track and Field Committee, °nd was 
recently appointed to the board of 
governors of the U.S. Olympic Committee.
